won for them the greater portion of 
Fort Douawumont andy considerable 
round adjacent to the fort of high 
strategic value, These newly captur- 
ed positions the French have tenaci- 
ously held, Particular mention is 
made by the French war office of the 
maintenance of the position in Fort 
Douaumont, conquered by the French 
Monday. The fighting at this point is 
characterized by Paris as “a murder- 
ous struggle.’ Mach attack was pre-

Gain Foothold at Le Mort Homme. 

Although they were hard held to 
the northeast, the rmans achieved

“In the region of Furness a German 
neroplane, struck by the machine gun 
fire of one of ours, was brought down 
in our lines near Beaumont, An 
aviatik, seriously hurt in the course of 
an aerial fight, fell within the enemy 
lines. In the region of the Linge River 
one of our pilots, attacked by three 
enemy aeroplanes, brought down one 
of his adversaries und drove the other 
two to fight.”

AVIATOR 


MADE MISTAKE | 


Mistook British Aerodrome For 
His Own, and Occupants of 
Craft Captured 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 


BRITISH HEADQUARTERS, — in 
Mrance, May 23.--A_ unique tneident 
occurred today when for the first time 
during the war so far as is known 
fain aeroplane mistook o hostile aero- 
drome for its own. Through the 
morning mist the aviators at one of 


the British acrodromes saw a German 
machine circling as if it were about to 
descend, Without interfering with its 


inovements, thinking that it had lost 
its bearings, they watched it come 
lower until it finally swept past and 


came to au rest, 

The German aviator and his pilot 
saw their mistake too late when fig- 
vres in khaki came running up and 
they realized that they were prison- 
ers, The captured machine was a 
hew one of the latest type. 

The great aerial activity of these 
days has brought forth many daring 
deeds and there have been numerous 
harrow escapes, One British machine 
Was struck by an anti-aireraft gun 
shell, which passed through the body 
of the aeroplane, under the feet of the 
pilot, the shell exploding without 
harming the engine. All the aviator 
felt was a lurch and he went on his 
way. 

Another British aviat 
German machine toward the earth 
found that his control lever was not 
working und he descended to a road 
inside the German lines. The shock 
of landing righted the lever and he 
vose successfully, turning his machine 
gun, before returning, on the German 
aviator and his pilot, who had — left 
their machine after making a land- 
ing. The British aviators then return- 
ed safely to their own lines,

VICTORIA, (May 23.—The prohibi- 
tion bill was introduced jn the legis- 
lature this afternoon and will receive 
its second reading Thursday, At two 
o'clock today the lHeutenant-governor 
signed the special message which sent 
the ,bill to the legislature, thus end- 
ing the i sxe which occurred yes- 
terday wifen his honor tngisted on 
having a compensation clause in the 
bill, It is understood that on the 
second reading of the meastre the 
premier will announce that the gov- 
ernment proposes in the event of pro- 
hibition, being adopted, to appoint a 
judicial committee comprising three 
judges and two commercial experts, 
to go into the whole question of com- 
pensation, This commission, it Is un- 
derstood, will deal first with the com- 
pensation prinéiplé, ahd if it Is adopt- 
ed then with the amount of compen- 
sation to be paid jn each case, It is 
sald that the appointment of such 
committee meets the views of the pro. 
hibitionists, who had refused the de- 
mands said to have been made earlier 
by his honor that a referendum be 
taken on the compensation, question. 

By the terms of the bill the sale of 
liquor as a beverage is absolutely pro- 
hibited. The measure if passed by 
the people, will put hotels, retail 
liquor stores and clubs oR of business 
as far as the sale of intoxicating 
drinks is concerned, Liquor may 
only be sold for export purposes, 

The bill as introduced this after- 
noon is even more prohibitive in some 
of its phases than the Hugh John 
MacDonald Act passed by the Mant- 
toba legislature, Strict penalties are 
provided for infractions of the act. 
for Keeping liquor for aale, or sell- 
ing It, or disposing of it Jn any: way 
for money, a penalty of from six to 
twelve months Imprisonment without 
option of dine is provided, In the case 
oe companies a tine of $1,000 Is speci- 
fled, 


Method of Enforcement, 

The enforcement of the measure is 
placed in the hands of both municipal 
and provincial police. When a con- 
vicUlon is secured through the efforts 
of civic or municipal police the fine is 
paid into the municpal treasury, In 
other cases it goes to the treasury of 
the province, 

For other than beverage purposes 
the sale of liquor through government 
dispensaries is provided for. These 
government agencies will he for th: 
most part in the hands of the pro- 
vinelal pollee, who will d'spose of th 
liquor jn certain specified quantities 
to druggists, dentists, physicians \et- 
erinaries and hospitals, <A salary wil! 


be paid to the vendors and none of 
them will be permitted to profit by 
their work,

EMPIRE DAY. 

It is a long time now sinee Cana- 
dians began to observe May 24th 
as a national holiday and celebra- 
tion, Originally it was a demon- 
stration of respect, loyalty and 
affection to the late Queen Vie- 
toria, Its significanee has chang- 
ed with the passing of time. It is 
not now a birthday celebration 
merely, nora Canadian celebra- 
tion only. — It is now the nearest 
approach we have to an Imperial 
holiday, and observed — pretty 
generally throughout the seatter- 
ed dominions which owe alliegance 
to the British erown, — In Canada, 
at least, the change in its signifi- 
cance has not lessened the enthu- 
siasm with which the day is hail- 
ed. It is fortunately placed — in 
the calendar, at a time which 
marks the change from the cold to 
the warm season. Usually the 
weather is favorable for outdoor 
sports, and for making it a sort of 
official opening for the amuse- 
ments and recreations of the sum- 
mer season, That alone would 
ensure its continuance as a popu- 
lar holiday, But events now hap- 
pening are likely to give the name 
and thought of the day a deeper 
meaning and a closer grip upon 
the thoughts and feelings of Bri- 
tishers everywhere. We are com- 
ing to recognize in these times that 
the British Empire is not an end in 
itself, but a means. There is a 
reason for its existence, a reason 


why its existence is important. It 
did not just happen. It was 
made, It was made for a pur- 
pose. That purpose is continu- 
ous. It can only be accomplished 
if and while the Empire is pre- 
served, And it is important 


enough to justify and demand the 
preservation of the Empire at any 
cost to the individual, the Cana- 
dian nation or any or all of the 
nations and races embraced with- 
in its boundaries. The end for 


which the Empire exists is to 
secure the blessings and advan- 
tages of free government to the 


people who reside within it, and so 
far as is practicable to extend the 
benefits of civilization to those 
who live beyond its borders, That 
fact seems obvious enough now, 
but it was not so obvious a couple 
of years ago. Then when the 
Empire was spoken of all that was 
thought about was a map of the 
world with vast red spaces painted 
on most of the land divisions of it. 
The idea behind the material fact 
was obscured, The existence of 
the Empire was taken for granted, 
and that the flag waved over a 
certain area was about as far as 
popular concern went. The war 
has brought out the meaning of it 
all, that had been forgotten in 
successive generations of peace, 
We understand today that the 
Empire is not an established —in- 
stitution except its people make it 
so; that it assuredly will be smash- 
ed to pieces, as other empires have 
been, unless those who enjoy its 
blessings are prepared to sacrifice 
anything and everything they 
have, life included, when the need 
is. And the need we can see now 
is not determined by ourselves but 
by others, It was the easy philo 
sophy of the days before the war 
that if we left other people alone 
they would leave us alone. We 
know better than that now. While 
we were deluding ourselves with 
that notion Germany was care- 
fully, systematically and deliber- 
ately planning to smash the whole 
structure to pieces and to recon- 
struct another empire from its 
fragments, with Canadians and 
other Empire peoples as the hewers 
of wood and drawers of water for 
their masters, We have learned, 
too, that a nation cannot in honor 
always wait until it is attacked be- 


fore deciding to strike. Nations 
have neighborly duties, as indivi- 
duals. They have obligations 
which must be kept, at whatever 
cost, if the nation is to preserve 
self-respect and the respect of the 
world. To protect the weak and 
to help the wrongly assailed is as 
really the duty of a strong nation 
as of astrong man, There are 
times when it becomes our solemn 
duty to stake the existence of the 
Empire and all that involves upon 
the defence of a principle, That 
is why we are at war today, Ger- 
many did not attack the Empire.

The plot had its inception 
efter the beginning of the war 
certain Trishmen and German authori- 
tles conceived the idea of utilizing the 
Sinn Pein organization for a revolt,

Madrdi, via Paris, May 23.—The 
owners of the steamer Marques de 
Mudela, which left Newport, Wales, 
for Bilbao on May 1, believe the ship 
has fallen a victim to a submarine, as 
nothing has been heard from her since 
she sailed from the Welsh port. 

According to dispatches from Bil- 
bao, the frequent attacks against 
Spanish ships by German submarines 
are greatly agitating ship owners on 
the Cantagrian coast. It is reported 
that these owners have asked the 
government to take action similar to 
that of the United States and demand 
that Germany respect neutral flags. 
It is said that the ship owners have de- 
cided that unless suitable guarantees 
are obtained they will keep their ves- 
sels in port. 

Sunk By Gun Fire. 

Marseilles, France, May 28.—Infor- 
mation received here today concern- 
ing the loss of the French steamship 
Languedoc, 1,612 tons gross, and own- 
ed in Marseilles, shows that she was 
sunk in the Mediterranean on Satur- 
day by a submarine, Captain Pierre 
Battisti was taken away a prisoner on
